Hr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  first  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  condition  of  the  Wareham  and  Purbeck  Rural  District  for 
the  year  1964.  Dr.  E.  J.  0*Keeffe  who  had  been  your  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  over  twenty  five  years  retired  at  the  end  of  November. 

I  assumed  duty  at  the  beginning  of  the  month. 

There  was  no  serious  outbreak  of  infectious  diseases  during  the  year. 

The  estimated  population  for  the  district  at  mid  1  964  showed  an 
increase  of  490  on  the  mid  1963  population,  and  1,919  on  the  census  popu¬ 
lation  of  1  96l  . 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  district  compare  favourably  with  those 
for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole.  The  number  of  live  births  registered 
exceeded  deaths  by  229. 

In  December  Mrt  E.  King,  Member  of  Parliament  for  South  Dorset,  asked 
the  Minister  of  Health  whether  there  was  any  evidence  that  the  prevalence 
of  mosquitoes  in  Ridge,  Arne,  Stoborough,  Sandford,  Lytchett  Minster, 

Upton  and  Studland  was  detrimental  to  public  health.  The  reply  given  was 
that  there  is  no  evidence  that  the  prevalence  of  mosquitoes  in  these 
places  is  detrimental  to  public  health.  To  enlarge  on  this  reply  seven¬ 
teen  species  of  mosquitoes  have  been  identified  in  this  area;  three  of 
which  are  anopheline  and  liable  to  spread  malaria.  Only  one  of  these 
three  mosquitoes  is  a  capable  transmitter.  Before  malaria  can  be 
transmitted  there  must  be  a  malaria  carrier  in  the  area;  this  person 
must  be  bitten  by  a  female  anopheline  mosquito.  If  the  air  temperature 
is  high  and  remains  so  and  the  humidity  is  correct  the  malaria  parasite 
may  develop  in  the  mosquito.  After  two  weeks  or  more  this  mosquito  must 
bite  another  person  who  may  after  a  further  ten  days  develop  malaria. 
Unless  all  these  conditions  exist  malaria  cannot  be  spread.  As  far  as 
I  can  ascertain  no  indigenous  case  of  malaria  has  ever  been  notified  in 
your  district.  No  other  exotic  disease  is  liable  to  be  transmitted  here 
by  mosquitoes.

m.  SUPPLY 

The  Poole  and  East  Dorset  Y/ater  Board  v/hich  came  into  being  on 
the  1st.  April,  i960,  control  the  public  piped  water  supplies  in  the 
district,  apart  from  the  Lulworth  Castle  Estate  Water  Undertaking. 

In  the  areas  served  by  public  supplies  the  water  has  been  adequate 
and  maintained  at  a  highly  satisfactory  standard  of  purity. 

The  parishes  of  East  Stoke  and  East  Holme  have  the  poorest  water 
supply  both  in  quantity  and  quality  than  any  other  part  of  the  district 
which  has  not  a  piped  public  supply.  It  is  hoped  that  eventually  this 
area  of  the  district  will  be  supplied  by  extensions  of  the  Poole  and 
East  Dorset  Water  Board's  supply. 

The  extension  of  the  supply  main  from  Corfe  Castle  by  the  Board, 
when  completed,  will  enable  a  satisfactory  water  supply  scheme  to  be 
provided  for  the  Studland  and  Worth  Matravers  areas  of  the  district. 


The  following  areas  of  the  district  have  a  piped  water  supply 
from  the  Poole  and  East  Dorset  Water  Board's  main  -  Lytchett  Matravers, 
Lytchett  Minster  and  Upton,  Bloxworth,  Morden,  Holton  Heath,  Organford, 
Sandford,  Bere  Regis,  Affpuddle,  Tumerspuddle,  Bovington  Camp,  Wool, 
Yfinfrith,  Moreton,  Worgret,  Bestwall,  Carey  Estate,  Cold  Harbour, 
Stoborough,  Ridge,  Church  Knowle,  Corfe  Castle,  Langton  Matravers, 

Acton,  Harmans  Cross. 

The  following  areas  are  supplied  from  the  Lulworth  Castle  Estate 
supply  -  West  Lulworth,  East  Lulworth  aid  Coombe  Keynes. 


Privately  Owned  Village  Supplies 

Chaldo_n_  Herring  has  a  standpipe  supply  from  Lulworth  Castle  Estate 
and  the  water  bacteriologically  is  highly  satisfactory . 

Kingston  _and  Kinprpridge  villages  have  small  piped  gravity  supplies 
from  surface  springs.  The  water,  with  the  exception  of  the  Kingston 
supply  which  is  chlorinated,  is  untreated  and  the  results  of  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination  of  samples  taken  from  these  small  supplies 
are  variable. 


S tudl and  Village  supply  is  derived  from  surface  water  collected 
on  neighbouring  heathland  areas.  The  7/ater  is  sand  filtered  and  give 
consistent  highly  satisfactory  results.  The  quantity  of  water  is 
very  limited  and  shortage  is  experienced  during  summer  months. 

There  has  been  no  major  alteration  to  the  source  of  supply  in 
these  areas  during  the  year.

I  am  indebted  to  the  Board's  Engineer  and  Manager  for  the  following 
information  with  regard  to  the  water  supply  during  1964. 


The  Board's  Southern  district  comprises  the  Borough  of  Wareham,  the 
Urban^District  of  Swanage  and  the  Rural  District  of  Wareham  and  Purbeck. 
The  water  supplied  by  the  Board  derives  from  wells  and  boreholes  at 
Eri  ant  spuddle,  Worgret,  Bloxworth,  Corfe  Castle,  Ulwell  and  Church  Knowle.

The  water  supplied  during  the  year  was  sufficient  to  meet  all  demands. 
Only  the  raw  water  from  Worgret  had  any  plumbo -solvency  and  this  was 
corrected  during  the  iron  removal  process,  continuously  applied  at  the 
Pumping  Station. 

Frequent  checks  of  chlorine  residual  were  made  in  the  control  of 
treatment  plants  and  in  samples  taken  from  mains  and  consumers'  taps 
throughout  the  area  of  supply. 

Bacteriological  Examinatiqn  of  .  Wat  er_  Suppli es 

In  addition  to  the  samples  of  water  taken  by  the  Water  Board,  the 
following  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  for  the  Rural  District,  for  bacteriological  examination  at  the 
Public  Health  Service  Laboratory. 

Public  Ilains_ .Supplies 

Three  samples  were  taken  and  all  gave  satisfactory  results  -  Class  1 
of  Ministry  of  Health  Report  71  . 

Private  Estate  Supplies 

One  sample  was  taken  and  found  satisfactory. 

Private  Wells,  Springs  etc. 

A  total  of  71  samples  were  taken  for  examination.  31  were  reported 
as  satisfactory,  33  as  unsatisfactory  and  7  as  suspect.

Wareham  Joint  Sewage  Disposal  Works, 

Further  progress  on  this  joint  project  with  the  Wareham  Borough  has 
been  delayed  due  to  an  appeal  against  the  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  in 
respect  of  the  site  which  is  an  extension  of  the  Sandford  Sewage  borks. 
The  intended  site  will  take  sewage  from  Stoborough,  Ridge,  Bestwall, 
Carey  and  Sandford  areas,  as  well  as  the  Wareham  Borough.

Remarks 

The  Pest  Lulworth  sewage  which  is  untreated  is  discharged  into  the  sea 
in  deep  water  to  the  west  of  Lulworth  Cove.  Sandford  sewage  is  treated  by 
sedimentation,  sludge  drying  and  effluent  filtration,  the  effluent  is  discharged 
into  the  River  Piddle.  Bestwall  sewage  is  discharged  untreated  into  the 
adjoining  Wareham  Borough  sewer.  Langton  Matravers  sewage  is  discharged 
untreated  into  the  Swanage  Urban  District  Council's  sewerage  system. 

Briant spuddle  sewage  is  treated  by  sedimentation,  sludge  drying  and  effluent 
filtration,  the  effluent  ultimately  reaches  the  River  Piddle.  Upton  sewage 
is  similarly  treated  and  discharged  into  Lytchett  Bay .  Wool  and  Corfe 

Castle  sewage  are  similarly  treated  and  discharged  into  the  Rivers  Frome  and 
Corfe  respectively. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING; 


Refuse  Collection 

It  has  been  progressively  more  difficult  to  maintain  a  weekly  refuse 
collection  service  as  the  number  of  dwellings  in  the  district  and  the  volume 
of  refuse  per  dwelling  continues  to  rise.  The  addition  of  an  extra  vehicle 
and  crew  is  necessary  but  difficulties  in  the  recruitment  of  staff  increase 
as  this  essential  work  becomes  less  socially  acceptable.  This  is  a  national 
problem  and  not  only  a  local  one.  Practically  all  the  refuse  is  tipped 
at  Callows  Hill. 
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Cesspool  Emptying  Service 

The  demand,  for  this  service,  despite  the  addition  of  three  village 
sewerage  schemes  recently,  is  still  very  high.  This  is  probably  due  to 

(l  )  New  buildings. 

(2)  Improvements  which  include  modem  sanitation. 

(3)  The  increasing  popularity  of  the  district  as  a  holiday  resort. 

(4)  A  more  general  awareness  of  the  necessity  for  regular  emptyings. 

A  nev/  1400  gallon  cesspool  emptier  is  on  order  but  staff  recruitment 
difficulties  referred  to  in  respect  of  refuse  collection  apply  equally  to 
this  aspect  of  public  cleansing.  There  is  in  addition  the  ever-present 
problem  of  finding  suitable  sites  for  the  disposal  of  sludge.

Liaison 

The  Council  is  represented  on  the  Liaison  Committee  which  was  set 
up  in  i 959,  to  deal  with  health,  safety  and  the  public  relation  aspects 
of  this  Research  Establishment. 

Disposal  of  Radioactive  Wastes 

Radioactive  waste  from  this  Establishment  is  conveyed  by  a  small 
pipe  inside  a  larger  pipe  to  Arish  Mell  from  where  the  pipe  line  extends 
two  miles  out  to  sea.  With  the  peculiarities  caused  by  the  Isle  of 
Portland  the  tides  flow  towards  the  shore  for  three  hours  and  away  from 
the  land  for  nine  hours;  this  helps  to  stop  any  radioactive  effluent 
being  washed  towards  the  shore.  No  complaints  have  been  received 
regarding  the  disposal  of  radioactive  wastes.  The  quantity  discharged 
during  1 964,  and  the  strength  of  the  effluent  were  considerably  less  than 
the  amounts  permitted  under  the  official  authorisation.

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EREVALENCI:  AND  CONTROL  OP  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  in  the  district 
continues  to  remain  low.  No  case  of  diphtheria,  acute  poliomyelitis, 
enteric  fever  (typhoid  and  paratyphoid)  or  food  poisoning  was  notified 
during  the  year.  Also  there  was  no  case  of  the  international 
quanrantinable  diseases,  i.e.  plague,  cholera,  yellow  fever,  smallpox, 
typhus  and  relapsing  fever  in  the  district. 

The  absence  of  cases  of  diphtheria  and  poliomyelitis,  and  the 
relative  few  cases  of  whooping  cough  can  be  attributed  to  the  effective 
immunisation  of  infants  and  young  children  against  these  diseases. 

Babies  are  immunised  with  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  vaccine  combined 
with  tetanus  (lockjaw)  vaccine  in  the  first  six  months  of  life.  They  are 
given  a  re -inforcing  dose  at  the  age  of  eighteen  months  and  again  against 
diphtheria  and  tetanus  at  four-and-half  years  prior  to  entering  school. 
There  was  evidence  that  a  disease  resembling  mild  whooping  cough  developed 
in  some  children  especially  those  who  had  been  immunised  against  whooping 
cough.  Whether  this  was  a  modified  whooping  cough  or  a  mild  disease 
due  to  a  related  organism  was  not  clear. 


The  scheme  for  immunisation  against  acute  poliomyelitis  includes  all 
persons  up  to  forty  years  of  age  and  certain  priority  groups  above  this 
age  likely  to  be  exposed,  to  special  risk  of  infection.  Almost  all 
immunisation  against  poliomyelitis  is  given  by  mouth  with  a  modified  live 
virus  suspended  in  syrup  or  dropped  on  to  sugar  Very  few  persons  ask 
for  the  Salk  vaccine  given  by  injection.  An  oral  re-inforcing  dose 
is  given  to  children  when  they  enter  school. 

Primary  vaccination  against  smallpox  for  babies  is  now  performed 
between  twelve  months  and  twentyfour  months  as  advised  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  as  being  the  safest  age  for  this  procedure. 

Scarlet  fever:  although  a  mild  disease  now,  scarlet  fever  is  still 
notifiable.  Seven  cases  were  notified  compared  with  thirteen  in  the 
previous  year. 

Rhooping  cough-  twelve  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified^  the 
infection  continues  to  be  relatively  mild. 

Measles:  1  9&4  was  not  an  epidemic  year  for  measles.  100  cases 

were  notified  compared  with  4  73  in  19&3. 


Tuberculosis :  There  were  six  new  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis 

notified  during  the  year.  All  these  cases  v/ere  admitted  to  hospital. 
There  were  two  deaths  due  to  respiratory  tuberculosis  -  one  had  been 
notified  prior  to  1 9&4>  the  other  one  was  an  elderly  person  who  was  not 
diagnosed  as  tuberculous  until  admitted  to  hospital.  No  case  of  non- 
respiratory  tuberculosis  wa s  notified  during  the  year.
